FARMOR, Lord LEMPSTER, 
and BARON Ex. 


HAT this Family, formerly call'd Fer mour, alias Richards, was anciently 
ſeated in Oxfordſhire, at the fair Houſe and Lordſhip of Somerton, upon the 
River Cherwel, appears from the wy Marble Tomb of William Fermour, Eſq; 
in that Church. Who having married four Wives, left no Ifſue-Male ; but in 
default thereof at his Death, bequeath'd all his Lands to Thomas, the ſecond 

Son of his younger Brother Richard, whoſe Poſterity remain the worthy Poſſeſſors of it 

2 this Day, altho' they have remov'd their Habitation to Turſmore, three Miles diſtant 

om it. | _— 
Which Richard having been bred a Merchant, and of the Staple of Calais, ſetled him- 
uta Touceſter, in Com. Northamp. which together with the Hun- 
dred and Manor of Touceſter he had purchas'd, and alſo many fair Lands and Royalties 
in that County, at which Seat he liv'd many Years with great Splendor and Hoſpitality 

But being a very Zealous Romanift, and not complying with the frequent Changes in 

Religion, introduc'd by King Henry VIII. and having chang'd his Hoſpitality into Cha- 

rity De thoſe of his own Opinion, he fell under that King's heavy Diſpleaſure, for con- 

veying Relief to one Nichala: TA, formerly his Confeffor, buratthat Time a cloſe 

Priſoner in the Goal of Buckingham, altho' nothing more was ever legally yrs againſt 

him, than that he had ſent the ſaid Nicholas Eight Pence, and a couple of Shirts. His 

own great Wealth, and his falſe Friend Cromwel, Earl of Eſex, the King's Vicar-Gene- 
ral, being werful Incentives againſt him; he fell into a Premunire, and had his whole 

Eſtate, both Real and Perſonal, ſeiz d on for the King's Uſe, which was executed with 
Strictneſs and Severity enough. i | 

The good old Man being thus ſtrip'd of all he had, retir'd to a Village call'd Vapenham, 
in fight of his former Habitation, and liv'd in the Parſonage Houſe there ; the Advowſon 


of which had been in his — and the Parſon thereof preſented to it by him. Here he 


&'d many Years with a moſt caonſumate + fry) entire Reſignation, until the Fourth 

ear of King Ed. VI. when his Eftate was reſtor d to him: But fo miſerably lop'd and 
torn by the ſeveral Grants and Sales made by the Crown, during that tedious Interval, 
that he cou'd never obtain ſo much as one third Part of what he had in clear Poſſeſſion 
before. Thoſe reſtor'd him were the Lordſhips and Manors of Tomcettour, and Eftnefton, 
the Adyowſons of the Rectories of Towcettour, Coldbigham and Bradwyn,' otherways 
Wadden, and of the Vicaridge of Eftnefton, the Hundred of Wilmer/ly, with very lage 


Privileges thereto belonging, and ſeveral Houſes in Corren-End, in the County of North- 


ampton. The Lordſhip and Manor of Oey, St. Legers, in the County of Hereford; the 
Lordſhip and Manor of Ganno, in the County of Morceſter; the Lordſhips and Manors 
of Lutonhoe and Efthide, and the Hermitage Ladſin, Luton and Runtisford, Farmin, 
Runtisford, in the County of Bedford. And 3 to make ſome Compenſation 
for what had been Granted away by his Father, Granted by the ſame Charter to Richard 
Farmor and his Heirs, ſeveral other Lordſhips, Manors, Lands and Tenemenrs, viz. 
The Lordſhips and Manors of Corſecombe, Halftocke, Nether-Stocke, and the Advowſon 
of the Rectory of Corſecombe, in the County of Dorſet ;, the Manor of Aud fort, in the 
County of Somerſet ;, the Houſe and Seat of the then late diſſolved Priory of Samardeſiy, 
and divers Woods and Lands thereunto belonging; the Manor of Hide in Rode, and £ N 
veral Lands in Rode and Aſpen, in the County of Northampton; the Manor of Newport 
Pound; and the Advowſon of the Rectory and Church of Rawrith, in the County of 
Eſex, &c. Vet all was but a ſmall Compenſation for the great Loſs he had ſuſtain'd. ' 
In the Time of his Proſperity he had in his Family a Servant, commonly known by the 
Name of Vill. Somers, who by his witty or frothy Diſcourſes, paſt for his Jeſter, and af- - 
terwards ſerv'd the King himſelf in the ſame Office and Capacity. This Man remembr- - 
ing with ſome Gratitude his firſt Maſter, and having Admiſſion to the King at all Times 
and Places, eſpecially when Sick, Melancholy, and towards his End, let fall ſome lucky 
Words which awaken'd the King's Conſcience, fo as at leaſt to endeavour a Reſtitution, 
and accordingly he immediately gave Order about it, but being prevented by Death, it 
Was — 4 perform'd till the Fourth Year of King Edward VI. by Letters Pa- 
tents bearin t Date. 
He therefore being now Re- poſſeſs d of ſo much of his Eſtate as was left, and of ſome 
ſmall Addition which (as I have obſerv'd) was call'd a Compenſation, return'd to his 
Manſion-Houſe at Efton; and ſometime after having ſome fore-knowledge of his own 
Death, and having invited many of his Friends and Neighbours that very Day, he took 


leave of them, and retir'd to his Devotions, and was found Dead in that very Poſture, 


and afterwards buried on the North Side of the Chancel of that Pariſh-Church, under a - 
Grey Marble Tomb. Ann his Wife ſurviving him, who was Daughter to Sir William 
Browne, by whom he had Three Sons, viz. Sir _ Farmer, Knight of the Bath, Thomas

And after being married, he retir'd to his Houſe at Eftor aforeſaid, where for ſeveral! 
Years he liv'd in great Splendor and Hoſpitality, but once again left his Native Country, 
and travell'd into /raly, yet on what Occaſion is not ſaid. | 

And after his Return Home, continuing to the laſt, the Old Exgliſh popular Way of 
Living, he had the Honour to Receive and Entertain King James I. and his Queen at 
Eſton aforeſaid, the firſt Time they ever met in England; where he gave both Courts a 
Coſtly and Magnificient Entertainment. And in a good old Age, in 1612, died, and 
was with great Solemnity buried in the Chancel aforeſaid, under a noble Tomb of Ala- 

baſter OY his Wife, Daughter and ricir ot Sir Thomas Curſon ſurviving him. BY 
whom he had Seven Sons, vzz. Sir Hatton Farmor, Knight, who ſucceeded him; George, 


Robert, Richard and D'Evereux, and Two more not nam'd. All which younger Sons 


died unmarried. 


He had Eight Daughters, viz. Agnes, married to Thomas Lord Viſcount Wenman of 
Ireland; Bridget, to Sir---Killegrew of Armwynske, in Com. Cornub. Another to--Stafford of 
Blatherwick, in Com. North. Eſq; and Secondly to- Chamberlain of Wickham, in Com.

the Common-Pleas, By her he had no Ifſue that liv'd. His Second Wife was Anna, 
Daughter of Sir William Cocain, Lord Mayor of London. By her he had Five Sons, viz. 
illam Farmor, who ſucceeded him, and was created Baronet, Sept. the Sixth, Anno 
1641, 17 Car. 1. Hatton, Major of the Horſe to the Prince of Wales, who died at Nineteen 
Years of Age Crowning his unſpotted Youth with a noble Death, valiantly fighting in 
the midſt of the Enemies of his Bleſſed Sovereign King Charles I. Anno. 1644. at Culham 
Bridge, near wr” Charles, George and Richard, died young; and Six Daughters, viz. 
Mary, Wife of Sir Charles Compton, ſecond Son to the Heroick Spenſer, Earl of North. 
ampton; Anna, Wife of Jonathan Cope of Rawton Abbey, in Com. Staff. Eſq; Arabella 
and Elizabeth died unmarried; Catherine died an Infant; a Second Catherine married to 
Sir John Shuckburgh of Shuckburgh, in Com. Warm. Bart. and laſtly to Sir Roger Norwich 
of Brampton, in Com. North, Bart. And having broken his Leg by a fall out of his Coach, 
died of it, 1640, and was buried at Eſton aforeſaid, near his Anceſtors, under a Tomb 


of Black and White Marble, by Anna his Wife, who ſurvived him Twenty five Years, 


and with a Manly Courage and Conſtancy, took an Honourable Share, as well by Im- 


priſonment, as by Fines and Confiſcations to the laſt of thoſe unhappy Times, woeful to 


the Church, the Royal Family, and the Loyal Party. 


Which Sir William Farmor, being early ſenſible of the great Wrongs done to the Sir William) 
Church of God, and that Excellent and Pious King Charles 1. ſoon took up Arms in De- Farmor. 


fence of both; and, notwithſtanding his Youth, was Honour'd by that Prince with the 
Command of a Troop of Horſe, made one of the Privy-Chamber to the Prince his So 
and ſervd in that glorious Cauſe to the laſt, with unſhaken Loyalty and Honour. Ant 
afterwards, with the ſame Conſtancy and Courage, took his Lot of Suffering with ſo 
many Honeſt Men, until he and his Family were near Ruin'd for their Lo ace as his 
Anceſtor Richard Far mor had been, before, for his Religion. But, at Jaſt, e Scene 
changed, and he happily liv'd to ſee his Royal Maſter Reſtor'd and Crown'd, and then 
died May the 14th, 1661. leaving Mary his beloved Wife, Daughter of Hugh Perry of 
London, Eſq;, and Reli&t of Henry Noel, ſecond Son of Edward, Viſcount Cambden, 
ſurviving. A Matron Venerable for her Vertue and Piety ; a faithful Sharer of all For- 
tunes with him, and moſt affectionately careful of that numerous and tender Family he 
left behind him. And died in the Year 1670, and was Buriedat Eſton aforeſaid. They 
had Iſſue Eight Sons, viz. Hatton, who died an Infant, Sir William, Farmor, Baronec, 
who ſucceeded him; Henry, Charles, George, Richard, all died at Mans Eſtate, A Se- 


cond Hatton and Fohn died Infants; and Two Daughters, Mary died young, and Anna 
born after her Father's Death, and is ſtill Living. 


Which Willian Lord Lempfter, and Baronet, is ſtill Living, 1710; and hath newly William Lord 


Erected from the very Foundation at Efton aforeſaid, the ancient Seat of his Family, a Le 


regular and fair Pile of Building of Free-Stone; and hath added plans Gardens and 
- Plantations; and adorn'd the whole with a magnificent and coſtly Collection of antient 
Statutes of white Marble, Greet, Roman and Egyptian. He was created to the Dignity 
aforeſaid by Letters Patents, bearing Date the 12th of April, 1692, 4 Will. & Rs.

His Third Wife is, the Lady Sophia, ſixth and youngeſt Daughter of Thomas, Duke 
of Leeds, Relict of Donatr's, Lord Obrien, Grandſon and Heir to Henry, Earl of The- 
mond, by whom he hath had Iſſue, two Sons and four Daughters, viz. Thomas, born 
1698. and William, born 1704 Sophia, who died young, Catherine, ſtill living > Brid- 
get, who died an Infant, and Matilda, living.

| T E Firſt of this Family on whom the Honour of Baronet was conferr'd, was Sir 


William Cowper of Ratling Court, in the County of Kent; created to the Dignity by 
Letters Patents bearing Date the Fourth of March, Anno 1641. 17 Car. 1: 
This Sir William was Collector of the Impoſts of Strangers, in the Port of London, 
and came about the latter End of the Reign of King Charles I. to poſſeſs the Caſtle of 


Hertford. He married Martha, Daughter of James Maſters of Longdale, in the Coun- 
ty o 


William: 


Ann, married to John Richmond of Hidington, in Com. Norf. 


y of Kent, by whom he had Iſſue Six Sons, and one Daughter, viz. John, Edward and 
William, who were both Knighted; Henry, who died young 2 Fames and Spencer, and 
John, the Eldeſt Son, married Martha, Daughter of Gegrge Hewkley of London, 
Merchant, by whom he had Iſſue one Son, William, and a Daughter, Martha, who 
died unmarried. This John and his Father were Impriſon'd in Ely-Houſe in Holbourn, 
ſuffer'd much for their Loyalty to King Charles I. and John died under his Confinement; 
but Sir William out- liv'd all his Troubles, and coming to his Caſtle of Hertford ended 
his Days in Peace, Piety and Vertue; no leſs famous for Loyalty to his Prince, than 
unbounded Charity to his poor Neighbours, whom he reliev'd on all Occaſions, both 
Publickly and Privately, without the leaſt ſhew of Oſtentation. 
Sir William, Son and Heir of the ſaid John, the Eldeſt Son of Sir William, married 
Sarah, Daughter of Samuel Holled of London, Merchant, by whom he had Iſſue W iliam, 


the preſent Lord Comper and Spencer, a Learned Council in the Law. _ 
is William was train'd up in the Study of the Laws, and ſoon acquir'd ſuch Repu- 


tation by his peculiar and manly Eloquence, and exquiſitz-Knowledge therein, that he 


was firſt appointed one of the King's Council in the Reign of King William III. and con- 
tinued fo to Her preſent Majeſty Queen Anne, in whoſe Fourth Year, Anno 1705, he 
was made Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, in the room of Sir Nathan Wright. 

In the Year 1706, (5 Queen Anne) he was conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners for 
the Treaty of Union, and being then a Baronet, was created Lord Cowper of Wingham, 
in the County of Kent, (a Manor of which his Anceſtors were poſſeſt 3) and ſoon after 
conſtituted Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, | 

He married to his Wife Fudith, only Daughter and Heir to Robert Booth, Merchant, 
of London, by whom he had Ifſue only a Son call'd William, who died in his Infancy. , 

To his Second Wife he married Mary, Eldeſt Daughter of John Cleavering, Eſq; of 
Cheywell, in the County of Tork----by whom he had Iſſue Sarah, a Daughter, born 1707, 


and William, a Son, born 1709.
